NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—While unions having a total membership of 


1«4,500 were preparing to vote today on a walkout in sympathy with the 
striking traction workers, there were outbursts of rioting in the streets in 
which many people were hurt. 


Surface and elevated trains were bombarded. At some points the po- 


lice had to draw their revolvers to restore order. 
Many arrests were 


made. 
The nnions voting today included the New Yorfc Building Trades, with 


about 115,000 members; the Teamsters, 30,000; the Machinists, 45,000, 
and others.

A general strike, it was declared, could not assume alarming propor- 


tions without the building trades, and strong pressure was exerted on the 
leaders in this branch of work. 


Strike leaders asserted that nearly

men,

onions, had laid down their tools !

dieted that by tonight 26S.OOO men j 
and women would have quit work, j 
Officials of the police department de- 
clared they had received no reports j 
ii Justify these claims.

with the carmen.

tenance, fair legislation and many 
other constructive measures. 


Nine years ago when Lovell was a 


manufacturer of electrical and other 
supplies for naval and railroad pur- 
poses, an inventor came to him with 
a primitive noise making device de- 
signed as the novelty warning signal 
for automobiles.
